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Pour  Rules  for  the  Preacher. 

(A  Suggestion). 

1.  Have  a Message. 

This  implies  that  the  preacher  shall  have 
something  to  say.  That  that  something 
shall  be  consistent  with  moral  and  religious 
truth ; and  that  the  preacher  shall  be  a mes- 
senger. not  a lecturer,  nor  merely  a public 
speaker  about  religion.  A message  is  from 
higher  authority  than  himself,  and  grips  the 
speaker's  conscience.  One  of  the  great 
crises  in  the  Rev.  G.  Campbell  Morgan’s 
life  was  when  he  decided  to  be  a messen- 
ger instead  of  a preacher. 

2.  The  Message  Should  be  a Message  of 
the  Bible. 

“Present  the  Word.”  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wm. 
Taylor  said  truly  when  he  declared  that  the 
preacher  was  called  to  a “ministry  of  the 
Word.” 

1 More  narrowly  the  sermon  should 
be  the  message  of  the  text.  If  not,  why 
pray  for  divine  guidance  in  the  choice  of  <t 
text!  Why  have  a text! 

Primarily,  the  preacher  should  be  our 
exegete.  Fundamentally,  every  sermon 
should  be  expository. 

3.  The  Message  Should  Lead  to  Christ. 
Christ  is  “the  spirit  of  prophecy.”  He 

is  “the  truth.”  Is  it  not  the  preacher’s 
supreme  business  to  show  how  his  truth  is 
related  to  Christ  T He  should  resolve  to 
know  nothing  among  men  save  .Jesus  Christ 
and  him  crucified.  The  work  of  the  spirit 
is  to  glorify  Christ.  The  work  of  the 
preacher  is  to  glorify  Christ. 

The  old  minister  was  right  in  criticising 
the  young  brother’s  sermon  because  it  had 
no  Christ  in  it.  And  when  the  young 
preacher  objected  that  there  was  no  Christ 
in  the  text,  with  keener  and  truer  insight, 
the  older  rejoined,  “There  is  no  village  in 
all  England,  but  has  a road  leading  to  Lon- 
don. So  there  is  no  text,  but  has  a road 
leading  to  Christ.  It  is  the  preacher’s 
business  to  find  that  road,  and  lead  his 
hearers  over  it.  The  best  sermon  leaves 
the  hearer  fact  to  face  with  his  Lord  and 
Redeemer. 

4.  Let  This  Message  Be  So  Delivered 
That  the  Hearer  Shall  Understand. 

"I  had  rather  speak  five  words  with  my 
understanding,  that  I might  instruct  others 
also,  than  ten  thousand  words  in  a tongue 
(1  Cor.  14:1-9.  Having  his  message  the 
preacher’s  task  is  to  make  his  hearers  under- 
stand that  message,  and  appreciate  its  sig- 
nificance.
